A few years ago the introduction and popularization of large scale 
power machinery for farm use on the prairies, gave rise to a highly con- 
troversial topic usually designated: ‘‘The Horse versus the Tractor”, Many 
farmers’ aligned themselves in one of two camps, those who favored horses 
as the motive power on the farm and those who regarded the tractor as 
the one and. only form of power worth while for field operations. 

The controversy at times became tinged with bitterness and threatened 
‘to become an open feud. Cudgels—-verbal ones, of course, were wielded 
with great vigor and even. governments, university. authorities and editors 
of farm papers were accused of truckling to the one side or the other. 

' For some years it looked as though the advocates of power. machinery 
were in the ascendency and it was even freely predicted that the time was 
not far off whn the horse would be as extinct as the proverbial dodo, save 
perhaps for a few specimens that would be preserved in zoological gardens 
for the benefit of the curious and the student of natural history. 

After awhile the question appeared to lose interest as a public con- 
troversial issue within the agricultural domain. The bitterness gradually 
disappeared and. discussion assumed @ more moderate complexion. \ 

Reason, ‘which appeared to be tottering on her throne whenever the’ 
issue was raised, re-assumed her swat partly because, like most other 
things, it gradually dawned on. the general consciousness that there were 
two ideas to the question and that neither one nor the other was wholly 
right or entirely wrong. Changing conditions also, which have a habit of

And at this juncture, it might not be inappropriate to remark that this 
is precisely the reason why farming is a hazardous enterprise’ and: requires, 
in addition to a leavening of luck, a considerable amount of energy, ability 

and good judgment, to ensure a sporting chance of success. 

But to “return to our muttons”, it must be generally recognized to-day, 
that both the horse and the tractor have’ their place in the agricultural 
scheme in the prairie provinces and both are likely to have a useful pur- 
pose to serve for many years to come. 

This has recéntly been emphasized by A. E. Hardy, Professor of Agri-| 
cultural Engineering of the University of Saskatchewan, acknowledged as | 
one of the foremost authorities in the west on the subject, in a series of 
lectures to farmers. ' 

Professor Hardy pointed out that under certain soil conditions results 
which are Eaponnible with horses can be achieved by power driyen machin- 
ery and vice versa.: He,also vointed out that in some sections of the coun- 
try where soil and other conditions are different farmers would find it 
almost impossible to carry on with horses at the present time. 

There are other considerations which must necessarily be a guide to 
the farmer in determining what type,of power is best suited to his partic- 
ular purposes and these include his own economic circumstances. , There are 
individual farmers and even some sections of the country Where a combina- 
tion of the two forms of power may yield the best results. 

Then, too, the aptitude of the individual farmer and the type of help’) 
he is able«to secure igNan important consideration. There are men who 


can get much better results from a team of horses than it would be pos- | 


sible for them to do with a tractor while, on the contrary, farmers with a 
mechanical turn of mind, under the same conditions, are able to achieve 
much more with a tractor than with horse power and with greater economy. 
Likewise, there are many farmers who could not get results with power 
machinery, whose sons aiding them on the farm have very little liking for 
livestock but can achieve wonders with power machinery. 

So that the question of the type of power to use on the farm is one 
which can only be solved satisfactorily by the individual farmer, taking 
into consideration the class of ‘sojl and the nature of the topography of his 
land, the size of his holdings, his own economic circumstances and his own

Suddenly unexpected demands 
for wheat appeard, so that in spite 
of the weight of tthe larger supplies, 
prices actually rose. 


As far as can be judged the extra 
demands came from some. countrries 
which are “stocking up” with wheat, 
eithor in preparation for war, or be- 
cause of fear of it. 
It seems, apparently. that large 
supplies of wheat are just as necess-, 
ary to conduct a. war ‘as are supplies . 
of coppor, nickel, lead cotton, rubber 
and oil

One of the most interesting and ininortant recommendations in the re- 
port is a proposal for the establishment of a system of apprenticeship in 
co-operation with industrial concerns and, for more reasons than one, this 
may. be regarded as one of the most satisfactory features of the proposals. 

In the first place a system of apprenticeship would constitute a step 
in the direction of a permanent solution of the problem for those young 
men and women who would participate. 

In the second place an apprenticeship system would solve ‘a problem | 
which industry is facing in the near future, namely a shortage of Skilled 
help. This.is a problem which is already looming on the industrial horizon 
and one which is likely to become acute within the. next three or four years, 
' Unless industry itself takes the initiative, 
without government aid, the country is likely to witness, in the near future, | 
the anomalous spectacle of thousands of young people ready and presum- 
ably educationally equipped for a life vocation on the one hand and, on the 
other hand, industry clamoring for technically trained help but unwilling 
to take those available because they are not experienced. ‘ 

This pending situation leads one to speculate as to the efficiency of the | 
training conducted in the public technical. and vocational training schools | 
of the country. .Are they fulfilling the purpose for which they were estab- | 
lished and partially endowed with funds from the Federal treasury ? 

Some doubt may be expressed in the answer to this question in the | 
light of present day experience. Parents find, after their sons have com-| 
pleted ‘a course in these schools that, even where there are vacancies to be 
filled, the industry for which these lads have presumably been trained are 
not willing to take them because they are “inexperienced aS 

“In illustration: one might cite the automobile industry, an ° industry 
which has been reasonably busy, at least during the last couple of years 
despite ‘the depression and is showing increasing signs of virility. Yet, when 
there are vacancies in automobile repair and service shops, foremen lIcok | 
around for men who have been previously engaged in this class of work | 
and take them on rather than the youthful products of motor engineering | 
classes in the technical schools because the former are experienced. 

These foremen point out, and presumably with justification, that they 
cannot fill a vacancy in theff™ shops with one of these young men because | 


they could not charge their customers the time it would take them to do 


a repair job, even though they were drawing a low wage. Presumably this 


man has. been 
absorbed and the industry is forced to take on youths turned out by the 


technical schools with a completed course to their credit.. 

In the meantime, the vocational schools are turning out young men. 
apparently equipped to take their place in the industrial world only to find 
there are no jobs for them or. that they must take some other work which 
could be undertaken by those who have had no vocational training. 

All of which leads to the impression that some effort will have to be 
made in the vocational schools to conduct the work on a more practicable | 
basis than has hitherto been available, so that when youths leave to adven- | 
ture into the world of industry they will at least be as well qualified as 
second or third year apprentices. _ 

This may mean remodelling the classes in the vocational schools under | 
changed conditions or other changes will have to be made in the system | 
of training through a hook-up with industrial concerns. 

It might also be said without contradiction that industry itself has been | 
short-sighted in not having provided for future requirements by establish- | 
ing a system of apprenticeship yon its own account on a general scale,
